Stove Roasted Corn. 
On a piece of aivertising Literature 


recently we found a recipe headed 


“roasted corn” aluo advising the se- 


filled out as possible and of any fa 
vorite variety, The cern was to be 
roasted with the husks on in an oven 
at 450 degrees of heat and‘in a cov- 
ered roaster in such an oven. It was 
directed that the roasting be conducted 
from twenty-five to thirty minutes, 
then to take the corn fromthe oven, 
remove the husks with the silk, place 
on a platter on a cloth and serve hot 
with plenty of seed, 


We tried this chan and instantly 


voted for this method of cooking corn 
aS against the soaking of it even in 
boiling hot water as a way to get it 
tender to eat. It was really a way of 
steaming the corn in the husks. No 
water was used, but putting the corn 
into a closed utensil was bound to shut 
in the water in the h and the ex- 
treme amount of watér in the milky 
kernels, from each of which steam 
would be given cf at the heat men- 
tioned. 

We also tried roasting this in a/ 
rather large Dutch oven on the top of 
the stove. An oven thermometer was 
set into the kettl: and the heat ‘raised 
to the 450 degrees point before the 
corn, freed of ary soiled outer husks 
and the excess of stem cut off, was 
‘put into it. We judged from the re- 
sults, Which were happy ones, that _ 
corn would cook in less than thi 
minutes in the Dutch oven, which, ;
